Dr. Kynett movetl to refer to a special 
oommitte the resolution providing for 
the appointment of a committee to de- 
termine what is the constitution of the 
church and suggest such changes there- 
in as they may deem necessary. 


Dr. Hunt then ofiered an amendment 
suggeiting a division of the conference 
into separate houses, which was carried. 


The conference then took up the re- 
port of the oommittee on the Episco 
pacy on the missionary bishop. 


It Is practically settled that the much 
mooted question that a missionary bish- 
op is a bishop in the true sense of the 
term. The committee ofiered a series 
of resolutions defining the status of a 
missionary bishop. 
He is elected for a 


specified foreign mission field, with full 
Episcopal powers, but with Episcopal 
jurisdiction limit^ to a foreign mission 
field, for which he waa elected 


He is not a general snperintendent 
and is not 8ut)ordiuate to the general 
superintendciits. 
He should receive his 
support from the funds of the mission- 
ary society.

pearance as my neighbors." 


Betuming to the ceil house Ooy had 
his hair cut, but as he oame deanly 
shaven, this part of the program was 
omitted in his case. 
When it came to 
severing Bemhammer's full beard he 
dissent^, the attendant remarked that 
it was imperative, and he remarked: "I 
will only submit to it under protest," 
and the locks dropped to the floor. 
Bemhammer's 
appearance was com- 
pletely transform^, but, in fact, the 
chean shave and hair cut very much im- 
proved his appearance. 


The regular supper being over the 
new arrivals were given a small table 
opposite cells No. 72 and 74 and their 
evening meal was brought in, consisting 
of beef steak and potatoes, coffee and 
cold biscuits. 
While partaking of his 
first meal as a convict the reporter hod 
a short talk with Sim Ooy; the latter 
seemed to realize the very ridiculous 
figure he cut in his ill-fitting prison 
garb and was a subject of short com- 
ment cn his part. In reply to the ques- 
tion how he felt, Sim replied in a quiet, 
but confident manner: "I am satisfied, 
and I suppose the gang who sent me 
here are also satisfied." 


"Did you have a pleasant trip from 
Indianapolis? "

my friends and was cordially greeted by 
a large number, both republicans and 
democrats, daring the trip."

This ended the interview, and Mr.

But 
nfter all, it is the originality of the 
work, in the arrangement and presenta- 
tion of its subject matter, that appeals 
most closely to the sympathies of the 
Bible student; for it is by far the most 
oomprehensive, systematic and altogeth- 
er hopeful commentary that has yet 
been given to the public.
